WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Supreme Court Friday took the 
momentous case of President 
Nixon 
vs. 
the 
W atergate 
prosecutors 
away 
from 
an 
appeals court and promised an 
early 
decision 
on 
Nixon’s 
refusal to surrender recordings 
of presidential conversations. 
The court will pass judge­ 
ment on the very heart 
of 
Nixon's legal justification for 
rejecting further demands for 
evidence in the ongoing Water­ 
gate investigations —the princi­ 
ple that “ executive privilege" 
gives him the right to hold his 
records in confidence. 
The President has cited this 
principle in withholding tapes 
and records of 64 conversations 
subpoenaed by special prosecu­ 
tor I .eon Jaworksi for use in 
the Watergate cover-up trial, as 
well as in his disputes with 
House im peachm ent 
inves­ 
tigators. The trial, involving 
seven former White House and 
campaign aides, is now sche­ 
duled to begin Sept. 9. 
The high court has never 
before accepted such a chilling 
confrontation between the ex­ 
ecutive and judicial branches of 
government. The nearest thing 
to a precedent was a ruling by 
Chief Justice John Marshall in 
the 1H07 trial of Aaron Burr 
Nixon's attorneys had urged 
the court to let the case run its 
course through the appellate 
courts and reject Jaw orskis 
bid to skip that process. 
Kchnquist It el ires 
Justice William H. Rehnquist 
retired from the case, which 
will begin in earnest in July 
with

guments. reducing the court to 
an eight-man panel and setting 
up the possiblity Nixon might 
defy

A 4-4 tie vote would uphold

Bluegills are the most sought 
after and most frequently 
caught fish in Hoosier waters, 
but the state’s bluegill fisher­ 
men are only now finding that 
artifical lures can add a new 
dimention to their sport. 
‘Gills, redear sunfish and the 
black bass are all members of 
the same fish family, and the 
smaller relatives of the large- 
mouth bass react to the pre­ 
sentation of artificial lures in 
much the same manner, except 
that the bluegill’s strike is us­ 
ually more sure and vicious. 
About, the best bluegill arti­ 
ficial bait is the Beetle Spin. 
This lure is a. grub body with 
leaded jig head and a safety- 
pin type spinner blade assembly 
attached. This lure is the most 
widely fished bluegill artificial, 
and it will take just about every 
other species too. 
When fishing the Beetle spin, 
make your cast and wait a few 
seconds to let the lure fall to­ 
ward bottom. Begin a slow, stea- 
day retrieve and be alert for 
an attacking slab. If that type 
of retrieve doesn’t work, vary 
it by stopping several times dur­ 
ing the retrieve to let the 
lure fall. 
Or, if the bluegills hit your 
lure as soon as it hits the wat-

only does the light rod and reel 
allow longer casts of the tiny 
lure, but these outfits mean fan- 
tistic action—even from small 
bluegills.

C H I C A G O (UPI) - 
Veterinarian Leon Schwartz 
makes house calls because sick 
pets respond to treatment 
better in. familiar surroundings. 
“House calls are much easier 
on the sick animal,” Schwartz 
aid. 
“Many city 
animals 
seldom get outdoors at all. 
“Imagine what it's like to be 
a cat or dog, accustomed to 
certain sourroundings and peo­ 
ple. Then you’re transported in 
a strange vehicle to a. strange 
place full of freightening sights, 
sounds and smells. Then you 
are put on a table to be poked, 
proded, and stuck with needles 
by strangers,” 
Schwartz, whose standard 
consultation fee for most calls 
is $10, also firmly believes a 
pet’s best nurse is its owner. 
He said some pets do require 
hospitalization but “many 
procedures can be performed in 
the home and this can be best 
for the animal, for the owner 
and for me. 
“The greatest advantage of 
home care is the quality of the 
nursing the pet receives. It’s 
hard to get, efficient, and 
compassionate nursing care in 
an institutional setting, even for 
human patients. In an animal 
hospital, the problem is far 
more difficult.”
